Plaintiff American Small Business League ("Plaintiff") filed 
this action against Defendant United States Department of the Navy 
("Defendant"), bringing a claim for violation of the Freedom of 
Information Act, 5 U.S.C. § 552 ("FOIA") for wrongful withholding 
of agency records. ECF No. 1 ("Compl.") . Defendant filed a Motion 
to Dismiss for lack of subject matter jurisdiction. ECF No. 11 
("Mot.") . Defendant argues that the action is moot because the 
agency has produced all of the information requested by Plaintiff. 
Id . Plaintiff filed a Notice of Non-Opposition to the Motion, 
stating that "having received all the relief requested in the 
Complaint, [Plaintiff] agrees with Defendant the case is moot."
